| Meloy had evidently first been struck on 
— head on the right side of the temple 
with an ax, and that the cut produced al- 
| most instant death; that the gunshot 
wound was evidently made from a pistol, 
' with its muzzle placed inside the wound, 
as plain evidence of powder burns in the 
same were shown, and that it was not the 

cause of death.

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again placed inside the wound and fired.

Brother’s Clothing 
Is Bloodstained. 


Prosecutor Williams visited the Greenhill 
brothers at the Commercial Hotel during 
the noon recess. He made an examination 
of Daniel Greenhill's clothing and found 
the lining of his right hip pocket covered 
with blood stains. Dan Greenhill Sunday 
testified that he had picked up the pistol 
near Meloy’s body, carried it across to his 
own home toahow to his mother and then 
rere it. Coroner Taylor found the re- 
voiver where Dan Greenhill admits he re- 
placed it. Dr. Taylor says the weapon was 
not blood-stained. Meloy’ s friends take 
these circumstances as showing that Dan 
Greenhill cleaned the revolver while he 
had it away from the scene of the traged) 
Coroner Taylor made an examination of 
Mrs. l'ren's house and found blood 
splashed on the wall near the bodies 

“That was one of the things that 
pressed me with the fact that a 
party had a hand in the killing,” the cor- 
oner told the Post-Dispatch today. 

“If Melov wielded the ax he could not 
have cut himself and splashed the blood on 
the wall that way, and if he cut himself 
first, he could hardly have shot himself 
afterwards.’

BALL CLUB OWNERS ORGANIZE 


Abrogation of the National Agreement 
Necessitates This Move, They Say, 
to Protect Themselves. 

NEW YORK, 20.—President P. T. 
Powers of the Eastern Baseball League 
gave out a statement today that, in 
sequence of the National League's abroga- 
tion of the national agreement, all the pro- 
fessional baseball clubs in the United 
States and Canada, excepting the 16-club 
members in ihe National and American 
leagues, have banded together for mutual 
protection and organized an independent 
association under the name of the Nation- 
Association of Professional!

Evans Tells of 

Brooklyn and Texas. 

Describing the battle off Santiago, 
miral Evans sald: 

When Cervera’s fleet came out_of San- 
tlago harbor the Iowa was at the “center 
with the Brooklyn to the left and the Texas 
between.’

COMBINED EFFORT WILL WIN, 


It Is gratifying to observe the sinking of partisan differences in 
the support of the charter amendments. Republicans and Demo- 
crats alike have signified their approval of the amendments and 
their intention to vote for them. The Republican City Central 
Committee in this election stands on the same platform with the 
Democratic City Central Committee. The leading citizens of St. 
Louis, regardless of political affiliations, are in harmony on the 
measures for the building of New St. Louis. 

But while this harmony is reassuring and is a strong factor 
making for the success of the charter amendments, it should be 
borne in mind that it results in conditions which may endanger 
the amendments if any considerable opposition survives.

King and Queen of Italy Received 
With Striking and Picturesque 
Ceremonies, 


VENICE, Italy, Sept. 30.—For the first 
time since their accession to the throne the 
ge and queen of Italy have paid a visit 
to Venice, arriving Sunday night. A pic- 
turesque reception was given by the Queen 
of the Adriatic to the young sovereigns. 
The palaces lining the Grand canal from 
the Papadopoll Garden, just above and on 
the opposite bank ‘to the railway station, 


down to the Riva Degli_Schiavoni, were 
bright with flags and bunting.
